The wreck proved to h 
the schooner John Clark, Capt. McKay, 
hence for Jacmel. The men stated that 
they were all that were left of seven 
men that sailed in the above schooner 
from New York on the 3d day of Marco,! 
bound to Jacmel; that on the 7th .March. 
9 p. m., while under double reefed sail, 
wind W. N. W , a squall struck her 
beam ends, and it was an hour before 
they succeeded in cutting away the mm* 
ther rigging, when the mainmast and 
foremast went close by the deck; then 
she righted. 

The hatches had bursted and the ves- 
sel was full of water. They were left 
without food or water, but on the next 
day they obtained a keg of crackers that 
were wet with salt water. After which, 
got a bucket of vinegar, some shark liv- 
er oil, and some camphene; the latter 
made them stupid, and feel as if they 
were on fire. The fifth day after the 
catastrophe, the captain, mate, stewart 
and two men died, and they, the two re- 
maining men, had nothing to eat for 
eight days previous to being taken off. 
They also 6ay that they saw two difier- 
eot vessels, one of which, a fishing 
schooner, came close to them so that 
they could see the man at the helm. — 
They hallooed to them, and she hove to 
and came close up under their lee, and 
after survey ing them, put their helm hard 
up and bore away without offering any 
assistance.

Speculation is afloat in relation to 
what ticket, if any, the Sag-Nichts nom- 
inated in the recent conclave at Colum- 
bus.

mice eat |fif« \ lae Church in question, and being, as he 
jifimself states, almost the only represen- 
tative 5>f that body in our national legis- 
lature, as vvell as its enthusiastic cham- 
pion, he might reasonably be supposed 
to enunciate its claims on this point, 
with the force of "one having authority.' 

His remarks were called out by an in- 
cidental alluskn, made, we believe, by 
Mr. Banks, of Massachusetts, to the in- 
variable policy which has always bean 
pursued by the Papal power, in this pai- 
ticular. Mr. Chandler s reply was char- 
acterized with considerable ability, but 
the whole point of his long and labored 
efforts, was that the Church had never 
claimed temporal and political power. 
He admitted (hat in certain instances 
the Pontiff of Rome might have arroga- 
ted to himself this power, but denied in 
the most explicit and circumstantial man- 
ner, that the Catholic Church assumed 
any such right for her earthly represen- 
tative, who holds in his hand the ouce- 
potent thunders of the Vatican. 

This unqualified and emphatic dis- 
claimer, coming from so high a source, 
was regarded with considerable curiosi- 
ty at the time, and it became a matter of 
some speculation whether the organs 
and officials of the Papal Church, in the 
United States, would acquiesce in its 
statements by passing it by unnoticed, or 
openly dissent from them. 

In most cases, they have found a qui- 
et and non-commitlal silence, the more 
agree ■bio cour.-e; but a few instances 
uave occurred, in which the opposite 
liae of tactics has been pursued, and the 
lisclaimer of Mr. Chandler has been it- 
self disclaimed. We perceive that Ores- 
:« s A. Broaraeoa, u usual among the 
ioiemost to vindicate the Church whose 
cause he espouses with so much enthusi- 
asm, has taken a decided stand in oppo- 
sition to the doctrine advocated by the 
Representative from Pennsylvania. 

Or. Brownson is well known as a gen- 
tleman whose transmigrations and trans- 
mutations in the broad field of theologi- 
cal inquiry, have been so numerous and 
so varied, that their periodical recurrence 
N a matter which excites little remark. 
Concluding, after due deliberation, that 
the ample bounds ol the most radical 
Scepticism, were a pent up Utica which

"For, said the speaker, Protestantism 
cannot do it. It is the creature of the 
State or of the individual. If it be a 
religion of the State, it is its assistant, 
performs its commands, allies itself with 
power to oppose and crush the individ- 
ual. If it be not recognized by the 
State, it is the creature of public opinion, 
and changes with the popular breath. — 
It is the creature of man, and is changed 
whenever it suits his convenience. In 
most parishes it is the expression of a 
few wealthy men and old spinsters, who

And when v\e had ended these sayings, 
the natives answered us sharply, and 
with fierce countenances said unto us: — 
We have a model government here of 
our own, one which was formed by our 
forefathers at great sacrifice of blood 
and treasure, and by them bequeathed 
to us, their children, as a sacred legacy 
to be by us kept pure from foreign in- 
fluence, and be transmitted unimpaired 
to our posterity the latest ages; and there- 
fore we will never yield the reins of our 
government into foreign hands. Then 
we answered them and said, far be it 
from us to do such a thing; we have had 
the power to have chosen foreigners to 
rule over you, but we have never in a 
single instance done it; and why should 
you fear to trust us now upon this point, 
seeing that we are better natives than 
you natives yourselves; for we are true 
men and not spies, therefore allow us to 
choose for yo« a ruler from among our 
tribes, to reign over you for four years. 
But they rejected our kind offer, and 
said unto us, in actions which speak loud- 
er than words, that they would not have 
us to choose a governor to rule over 
them, but that they had chosen for their 
governor a native of their own land, 



whose surname is Loving, a man of 
great prudence and judgement, and one 
in whose hands all their institutions, and 
all their interests will be secure. 

So when we saw that all our hopes of j 
gain were gone, and that the natives were 1 
determined not to submit any longer to 
our dictation, we shook the dust from 
our feet as a testimony against them, 
and took from our pockets the Flag and 
the Yeoman, and cast them from us and 
departed hither. Xow, when all these 
things were told to Beverly, the stand- 
ard-bearer, and his companions in trou- 
ble, they were sorely grieved, and their 
spirits were troubled within them, and 
they said one unto another: What more 
can we do than we have done to get into 
oliice?

S BEFORE SEVASTOPOL. 

The following brilliant passages are 
from the letters of the Crimean corres- 
pondent of the London Times. The pas- 
sage annexed refers to the evening of 
April 9th, when the great bombardment 
commenced: 

About five o'clock the sun slowly des- 
cended into a rift in the dark grey pall 
which covered the sky, and cast a pale 
yellow slice of light, barred here and there 
by columns of rain and masses of curling 
vapor across the line of batteries. The 
outlines of the town, faintly rendered 
through the mists of smoke and rain, 
seemed quivering inside the circling lines 
of lire around and from them, but they 
were the same familiar outlines so well 
known to us for the last seven months— 
the same green cupola and roofs, the 
long streets and ruined subjects, the same 
dockyard building and dark trenches and 
batteries. The little details of ruin and 
destruction which must have taken place 
after to day's fire c >uld not be ascertain- 
ed. The eye of the painter never rest- 
ed on a more extraordinary effect, and 
his hand alone could have rendered jus- 
tice to the scene which shone on us for 
a moment, as the sickly sun, flattened 
out, as il were, between bars of cloud 
and rain, seemed to have forced it:» way 
through the leaden sky, to cast one 
straightened look on the conflict which 
raged below. The plateau beneath our 
standing place was lighted up by the in 
cessant fllatdies of light, and long traii.- 
of white smoke streamed across it, spirt- 
ing up in thick masses, tinged with lire 
for a moment, till they were whirled awa\ 
in broadi r volumns by the wind. In the 
leep glow of the parting gh-am of sunset, 
the only image suggested to me calcula- 
ted to convey the actual effect to our 
friends at home, was a vision of the Pot* 
terie's district as seen at night, all fervid 
w ith fire and pillars ol smoke, out of the 
w indows of an express train. 

The following gives an idea of the 

manner in which the Russians respond. 

April 10. — During the whole of the 
morning the fire continued on our suit 
with little intermission, w hile that of the 
Russians was evidently slackening. Ai 
about four o'clock, however, all the en- 
emy's lines and hatteriessuddenly sprung 
into life and vigor. Volleys of from 10U 
to 150 guns wi re fi red at once from tin- 
Redan, the Flagstaff, Barrack, Garden, 
and Malakofi batteries; even the Mame- 
lon, which all thought destroyed and un- 
tenable, fired five or six guns in rapid 
succession. Their shot came in upon our 
works like hail. On every point along 
our lines balls were to be seen bounding 
and plunging, and shells bursting like 
fire-works in the air. Never, perhaps, 
was such a concentrated cannonade wit- 
nessed since the commencement of the 
seige. All felt that if it continued two 
or three hours our works would be level- 
ed with the dust, as, though both English 
and French kept up a terrific fire, the en- 
emy, in spite of our utmost efforts, gave 
five guns in reply to our one. The rap- 
idity and defening uproar of the fire, 
brought all who were at leisure to the 
front, and the oldest and most experien- 
ced artillery officers augured very unfav- 
orably of our prospect ol taking the for- 
tress which could command such a fierce 
cannonade. 

Here is a vivid description of the ap- 
pearance of a bombardment. 

It is something awful to stand upon the 
hills which overlook the town and watch 
the progress of the nightly bombardment. 
The Congreve rockets rush from the 
French batteries with a deafening roar, 
leaving a light trail of fire behind, just 
sufficient to trace the course of the mis- 
sile as it darts vaguely hither and thith- 
er through the air, settling down at last 
with a loud crash in the Flagstaff. This 
wild erratic course occasionally land- 
them outside the Russian lines, and now 
and then forces them clear over every - 
ihing into the very center of the town. — 
From both right and left the mortars arc 
discharged with a heavy painful explo- 
sion, and with a lasts which even at a

The dawn of the light of 
freedom upon the American continent, 
was the u>hering into the moral firma- 
ment that luminary of liberty — splendid 
orb whose rays send terror to the strong- 
holds of tyranny, and through the rifted 
clouds of oppression flashed its brilliant 
beams into the. dungeons of the world, 
and bid the miserable subject of inhuman 
monarchy to rejoice in its light — to stand 
erect and behold himself a Freeman! — 
the Press! 

On! the Licf.rtv of mi Press! — the 
torch that lights "the lamp of eternity" 
which illumes the immortal spirit, and 
dispels the moral darkness that had brood- 
ed like an incubus over the brightest and 
earliest prospects of our race — the sun 
that pours its beams of "massy light" 
thmugh prison bajs, and bids the victim 
ol cruel chains to awake in the image ol 
God. It peeps into the dark conclave- 
chambers of Popery, and brings its deep 
hidden mysteries to light; penetrates the 
recesses to which this hydra-monster — 
inimicable to the very genius of repub- 
licanism — retires to forge his chains, the 
manacles of Bible liberty, and lays his 
treacherous hands upon the altar of "self- 
preservation," and invites the American 
paopta to behold the "insidious wiles" of 
a serpent that has entered the borders 
of our Paradise, to tempt the "Goddess 
of Liberty" w ith the decietful delusion of 
i*owi;r! And shall the press cease to 
sound the alarm? Shail it remain silent, 
while conscious of the exertions put forth 
by the "Prince of Darkness," to pluck 
the sun of liberty from our moral horizon? 
Shall it remain mute while, viewing the 
measure-worm of political Romanism 
calculating the length and breadth of the 
folds of the American flag — its vermin 
already is creeping through the plumage 
of the emblem of liberty, the American 
eagle, and must they stand aloof and not 
apply the antidote?

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The Convention. 

There seem* to be considerable spec- 
ulation amonsr the leading papers of the 
North, in relation to the course the Na- 
tional Council will pur ? ue, next June, in 
Philadelphia. Those editors north of 
Mason and Dixon's line, whose platform 
is the Constitution of the Cnion, and 
who oppose abolition fanaticism, and 
sectional prejudices, assert that the Am- 
erican Reform Party will be the only par- 
ty that can save this confederacy Irom 
dissolution, and that all the Abolitionist* 
in the order and out of it, combined with 
t he Romi.h Hierarchy and foreign pop- 
ulation, cannot sunder bands which bind 
the North to the South. The New York 
Grand Council met last week in Syracuse. 
About twelve hundred Councils were 
represented, and one hundred and eighty 
thousand members were reported — 
enough to carry the State by a majority 
of twenty thousand for Sam. These men 
have repudiated Abolitionism, and all 
isms, which are inimical to the Constitu- 
tion, and the union of these States, and 
their position at this time is such that 
any Southern man can endorse. The 
sky now begins to brighten—those lower- 
ing clouds that hovered over the North- 
ern horizon have cleared away, and our 
bark, with the Constitution for a chart, 
is outriding the storm that threatened her 
with shipwreck. 

The North is all right, and the South 
is certain to be right When the Nation- 
al Council meets let it adopt a platform 
consistent with the Constitution and the 
Union, and then wit li the principles of 
this American Party, though the world 
were opposed to us, we will be victorious.

Ne^bit, f. in. c , w as senteced 
yesterday to serve a term of eighteen 
months in the Penitentiary. He was in- 
dicted and tried for migration, 
lie was raised near lure, and recieved 
his freedom several years ago, when he 
t-migrated to Ohio, where he lesided un- 
til the adoption of the New Constitution, 
and then returned to Kentucky. Accor- 
ding to our laws, any free negroe leaving 
this State, and becoming a resident of 
another, cannot return; if he does, it is 
an offence against the law, and he will 
be punished by imprisonment in the Pen- 
itentiary. 

Two abolition sympathisers from Ohio 
were present, one from Ripley, named 
Thompson, and another from Red Oak 
settlement, Brown county, named Beard. 
These fellows came here unsolicited, and 
it would have been better for Jef., had 
they remained at home. Beard swore 
positively that Jef , was in Ohio in June, 
(what year we have not been inforrned } 
but suppose it was the same year our 
new constitution took effect,) and an old 
man from Nicholas (another sympathis- 
er of Jeff's,) asserted that Jeff was at 
work for him in June; and another fellow, 
(witness for defence,) swore the same 
thing. The object of the defence was to 
prove that Jeff was in Kentucky in June, 
and so eager were they to prove that 
point, that their witnesses, or a portion 
of them, proved just what the prosecu- 
tion wished.

There are so many circum- 
stances connected with his numerous v is- 
its to Ohio, on business for which he 
could give no satisfactory explanations;

The Ohio State Journal says that the 
Grand Council of of the Sag Nichts, 
c omposed of delegates from the various 
subordinate lodges throughout the State, 
met at Veilliug's Hall; at Columbus, on 
Thursday morning at 10 o'clock.

Gum Lick, Ky., May 14th 1855. 
Dear Morey: — In looking over the 
'News' of 10th inst., I discovered an ar 
ticle describing a branch from a peach 
tree, on which was fourdistinct germs in 
one blossom. The presentor. Mr. S. 
Rankin, is truly blessed by Providence, 
in this freak of nature. This is no doubt 
■ good sign that the orchard of Mr. 
kin will have an abundance of peaches 
notwithstanding there has been two or 
three hard frosts in this month. Well, 
that is nothing to what we can produce 
down here. 1 have in my garden a peach 
tree Irom which I have pulled off* bunch- 
es of germs containing from one to six 
in each bunch. Truly Providence is smil- 
ing on us in this section of the country. 
The saltpetre iu the earth begins to act 
in more copious volumes than it did last 
year, aud thus the contim-d volumes are 
-bowing their effects upon vegetation. — 
About 6am Lick in particular, the fruit 
ii generally good on account of the gas, 
which arises from the spring. This year 
the saltpetre in its increase increases the 
peaches from one to four-fold on Mr* 
Rankin's trees; but on mine the immode- 
rate ascension of saltpetre, together with 
the wholesome gas Irom the spring, set- 
tling at the roots of the trees, cause them 
to bear abundantly.

In looking over an address delivered 
by the Hon. Silas Wright, July 4th 1S39. 
in the town of Canton, (f. Y., we find ex- 
pressed the following decided and em- 
phatic sentiments, in relation to our in- 
tercouse with foreigners and foreign na- 
tions. He says, "Toward foreigners and 
nations lt:t our every duty arising under 
the laws of nations, or the obligations ol 
treaties, be promptly and punctiliously 
performed, and then neither claiming nor 
attempting to exercise a right to interfere 
in their internal affairs, or to control their 
civil and political instiutions, let us give 
them at all times, and under all circum- 
stances, to understand that we neither 
ask, nor will receive, such assistence 
from them." This is the way in which 
that distinguished and consistent champ 
ion of democracy, sixteen years ago, ad- 
vocated the leading principle for which 
the American party is contending for at 
this day. The great statesman ?>aw clear 
ly the danger to be apprehended from 
the yearly accession of large numbers of 
foreigners, to our native population, ig- 
norant of the nature and character of oui 
institutions, owing no duty or obligation 
to them, but endeavoring to disturb the 
harmony of our country, destroy its 
peace, and pull down the very institu- 
tions which are conducting us so rapidly 
to power and greatness.
